Saying goodbye to Icon Corky Hill

The course of Nelson 
Duane “Corky” HilFs life was 
dramatically changed at the 
young age of 12. A hunting 
accident which resulted in the 
loss of his left arm didn’t stop 
Corky from living his life the 
way he wanted to live it. On 
Wednesday, April 23, 2014 one 
of the best-liked citizens of the 
Cayce area, Hickman and all of 
Fulton County, passed away. 

Following his accident Corky 
was depressed and withdrawn 
for months, but the late Jack 
Storie, basketball coach at 
Cuba High School turned him 
around. “Coach Storie changed 
my whole life,” stated Corky 
during an interview for a 
newspaper article. “He came to 
me and asked me to go out for 
basketball. I practiced and close 
to game time he came ‘round 
with a uniform, and I wouldn’t 
take it. I told him I wasn’t going 
to dress out in front of all those 
people. Well, come game time he 
came back, and I had taken the 
uniform.” Even though Corky 
was scared to death he decided 
to step out on to the court. 

After playing that first game 
and scoring two points, Corky 
made an important decision. “I 
said that night I didn’t care what 
people thought about me, I was 
going to live my life and let them 
live theirs. Eve been living mine 


ever since.” He certainly did 
live his life the way he wanted 
to, touching many people far 
and wide. 

Corky spent his last two years 
of high school at Cayce High 
School. Soon after graduation 
Corky worked as a dragline and 
bulldozer operator. Even with 
his handicap he deftly managed 
the five levers of the dozer and 
the three of the dragline. 

In 1969 he ran for Sheriff of 
Fulton County for the first time, 
beating five other candidates in 
the race. He had the reputation 
as being a scrappy fighter who 
showed time and time again he 
could handle the chore. 

During his 16 years as sheriff 
Corky sometimes found himself 
in some rough situations, but 
he always tried to head off 
trouble before it got started. “I 
found out a long time ago you 
treat a man the way you’d want 
to be treated if you were in his 
circumstances,” Corky said. 
“You do that and you’ll have 
few problems. I never would 
take advantage of a person I 


arrested. In fact, I’d give him a 
little advantage.” 

Some of those arrested would 
be difficult with Corky and 
through the years he had one 
shotgun, one pistol and even 
an axe pulled on him. “The one 
with the axe, I told him, I’ll kill 
you in your tracks if you don’t 
put that axe down,” he said. 

“I was Corky’s chief deputy 
for eight years,” stated Fulton 
County Sheriff Bobby Hopper. 
“I rode many times with him 
through the hills of Brownsville 
at high rates of speed with him 
driving with his knee, talking on 
the radio and smoking a cigar 
all at the same time. Through all 
those years I never saw Corky 
back down from anything. I 
heard numerous times his story 
about being arrested by the State 
Police and all kinds of other 
tales. I have plenty of memories 
to recall when I think back about 
the life of Corky Hill.” 

Corky didn’t just play 
basketball in high school, he 
playedhis friends andcoworkers. 
“It was a joy to play with him,” 


css 


stated Dennis Warner, Fulton 
County Road Supervisor, when 
Hill was nominated for the 
Kentucky High School Athletic 
Association Hall of Fame. 
“He is a great all-around guy. 
He could play pool and I have 
seen him beat some of the best. 
He was also a good mechanic, 
working on four wheelers and 
small engines.” 

Many others submitted letters 
recommending Hill for this 
honor back in 2008, including 
David Gallagher, Fulton County 
Judge/Executive. “Corky 

embodies the one common 
attribute of ALL great athletes, 
the ‘binning desire’ to succeed; 
to be the best that one can be. 

Others who wanted 
to recognize Hill for his 
achievements on and off the 
basketball court included Howie 
Crittenden, Ricky Parnell, Greg 
Grissom, Eddie Wright, and 
Larry Gardner, just to name a 
few. “He made the starting five 
as a sophomore at Cuba High

PVA notifies landowners 
of new Ag Values for 2014 

Kentucky law requires a 
physical inspection of all prop¬ 
erty, including farm land, on a 
four-year rotation. “Every four 
years my office does a “quad 
plan” review of all parcels of 
property in Fulton County, trav¬ 
eling from east to west looking 
for improvements or changes 
including additions and the re¬ 
moval of structures from Fulton 
County properties or the clearing 
of trees,” stated Fulton County 
Property Valuation Administra¬ 
tor (PVA) Pete Morgan. “Includ¬ 
ed in this county wide review, 
is the physical inspection of all 
parcels classified as farm land (a 
parcel or property compiled of 
10 or more acres).” 

Once the farm land has been 
inspected and reassessed, the 

PVA is also required, under 
KRS statute 132.450, to notify 
property owners of any increase 
in value resulting from these in¬ 
spections including the Agricul¬ 
tural Value or Ag Value for four 
different categories. Those cat¬ 
egories include the following: 

• Woodland/Wetland: $142/ 
per acre 

• Pasture: $255/per acre 

• Cropland: $435/per acre 

• Prime Cropland: $637/per 
acre 

There are many factors in de¬ 
termining the Ag Value, which is 
set by the University of Kentucky 
and the Department of Revenue. 

Yearly revenue/rent, crop yield, 
and the value of comparable 
land sales are among the fac- 



within the last four years it will 
be noted on the property card 
and a photo taken for our records 
of any changes,” said PVA Mor¬ 
gan. “These changes were noted 
during our quad plan physical 
review through the county, when 
property owners inform us of ad¬ 
ditions or deletions to their land. 
The PVA office is also notified of 
changes in property by electrical 
inspections which are received 
in the office once a month. Ev¬ 
ery January, a notice is published 
in the local newspapers asking 
property owners to notify the 
PVA office of any changes to 
their property in all classes by 
March 1 of that year.” 

Letters with the details about 
any assessment changes will be 
mailed to property owners on 
Friday, May 2. “Our office will 
then hold an open inspection 
from May 5 through May 19,” 
added PVA Morgan. “Land own¬ 
ers are encouraged to come by 
and see me if they feel there is 
are any discrepancies in these 
adjusted values.”

Value. The Ag Values utilized in 
Fulton County are the same for 
all the counties in District 1. 

“Tax payers across the state of 
Kentucky, do not pay taxes based 
on the fair cash value of farm 
class of property,” explained 
PVA Morgan. “They are taxed 
on the Ag Value. Pulling prop¬ 
erty record cards for all 1,143 
farms in the county are involved 
during the desk assessments per¬ 
formed by the PVA office. They 
look at how the land is being uti¬ 
lized and assess accordingly. 

“If a new house, garage or 
barn has been added to the land

Addressing safety hazards in the home of seniors

INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Fulton County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection from May 5 
through May 19,2014. Under the supervision of the property valuation administrator or 
one of the deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1,2014, assessment on which state, county, and school taxes for 2014 
will be due about October 1,2014. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator in the Fulton County 
Office Building and may be inspected between the hours of 8:00 AM and 4:00 PM Monday 
- Friday with appointments available on Saturdays. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the PVA must 
first request a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may be 
held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference with 
the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment appeals. 
The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other 
written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating the 
taxpayer's opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk's office no later than one workday 
following the conclusion of the inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appear to the county board of assessment appeals, or failing to 
appear before the board, either in person or by designated representative, will not be 
eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made to the county board of 
assessment appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice under the 
provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and appeal rights granted under 
the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the assessed 
value of personal property as determined by the property valuation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair cash value of 
his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, Office of 
Property Valuation within 30 days from the date of the notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to the Kentucky 
Board of Tax Appeals.

School and after his sophomore 
year his parents moved to 
Cayce. He helped lead his 
Cayce team to two winning 
seasons,” stated Crittenden “I 
saw Corky play several games 
and every time I was astonished 
at his ball handling, shooting 
skills, and over-all basketball 
talent. Corky’s love and desire 
to excel in basketball helped 
him to become an outstanding 
player. An accident that would 
have ended most boy’s careers 
motivated Corky to strive and 
achieve an impossible dream that 
came true. Corky is a basketball 
legend in Western Kentucky.” 

“I have play edbasketball many 
times with Mr. Hill and believe 
that he is one of the best players 
that I’ve had the opportunity 
of playing with,” stated Parnell 
when he was recommending 
Hill for the Hall of Fame. “He 
was also successfully elected 
Sheriff of Fulton County, never 
letting having only one arm 
stand in his way. This is an office 
he held for many years, where 
he gained the respect of many 
people in the community as well 
as across the state of Kentucky. 
He is an inspiration to all who 
know him.” 

“Corky has always displayed 
a high degree of integrity, 
responsibility, and ambition. 
He is definitely a leader rather 
than a follower,” stated Grissom 
in his letter to the Hall of 
Fame nominating committee. 
“In addition to his excellent 
Law Enforcement and Athletic 
accomplishments, he has 
proven his leadership ability by 
mentoring troubled youth and 
overseeing those in need in our 
community.” 

“Back when I was a teenager 
I worked all through high 
school for Corky, all the while 
learning many of the important 
life lessons that I still remember 
today,” stated Wright. “Growing 
up, I always saw him as a 
proactive and respected public 
servant. Whatever was needed, 
or who needed it, was no matter 
to him; Corky was always 
ready. 

“Corky is proof that anything 
can be achieved with faith and 
determination,” stated Gardner. 
The life Corky Hill lived is 
definite proof of that and for this 
reason and so many others, he 
will be truly missed. “Corky’s 
life stands as a testimony that 
the only obstacles or handicaps 
that limit us as an individual are 
the ones that we allow to block 
our path,” added Gallagher. “He 
was a great role model for any 
young man or woman with a 
thorn in the flesh. Corky Hill 
was a good friend and I’ll miss 
him.” 

“He was an Icon,” added 
Fulton Mayor Elaine Forrester. 
While others recall the many 


times he would come to visit 
them around Christmas time, 
walking through their doors 
carrying a pecan pie from 
Black’s Pecan. 

Tim Langford, another good 
friend of Hills and a pallbearer at 
his service Saturday afternoon, 
says he was a dedicated servant 
of the people. “He had law 
enforcement in his DNA. Corky 
was an excellent investigator and 
had several different methods he 
would utilize effectively to gain 
information in order to be able to 
solve a case,” stated Langford. 

Also known as the “Bird 
dog” when he got on the trail of 
a case. “One story that did not 
gain him the nickname of “Bird 
dog” but certainly indicated the 
degree of tenacity, involved an 
assault case,” Langford added. 
“Corky was then serving as 
Commonwealth Detective. He 
and I had traveled to Ballard 
County to assist Sheriff Jack 
Stevens in the investigation 
of this homicide. The early 
indications were that the victim 
had been hit in the head with 
a hard object such as a skillet. 
Corky was at the scene of the 
crime while I met with Sheriff 
Stevens in his office. Sheriff 
Stevens received a phone call 
from the medial examiner’s 
office informing him that the 
victim had died due to a contact 
wound from a small caliber 
bullet. I immediately called 
Corky at the scene and told him 
that we were now looking at a 
case that involved a firearm. 
Within 30 minutes, Corky had 
located a small caliber pistol 


which turned out to be the 
weapon used in this homicide. 
He had followed a small blood 
trail originating in the house 
and found the pistol hidden. 
The Ballard County Sheriffs 
department and others were 
impressed with his “Bird dog” 
instincts.” 

“There are many, many 
Corky Hill stories. Most all of 
which will bring a smile to your 
face. He was always happy, 
glad to see people and he was 
truly a man of the people,” 
continued Langford. “A person 
was fortunate to be able to call 
Corky Hill his friend. He will 
be missed and the likes of him 
will not be seen again for many 
years. There was only one Corky 
Hill.” 

The funeral service held at 
the cemetery in Cayce, located 
across the street from Hill’s 
beloved Cayce School Building 
included a 21-gun salute by the 
Jefferson County, Kentucky 
Sheriff’s Office Honor Guard. 
Taps was also played by Howard 
Dische. 

The most memorable, 
touching moment was when a 
voice came over the radio from 
dispatch calling out Nelson D. 
Corky Hill’s name for the last 
time, stating, “A job well done, 
you will be missed but not 
forgotten.” 

He was one fine man or 
as Supreme Court Justice 
Bill Cunningham text on the 
Thursday morning following 
Corky’s death, “He was a good 
one.” 


Rotarian Anne Robertson was 
one of the Rotarians instrumental 
in making the Hickman Club 
a reality.

“After sending out letters 
to community members a dinner 
and social evening was held at 
the Hickman Country Club to 
conduct a typical meeting. All 
of us who were involved in this 
effort intended to show Rotary 
International that we and the 
community of Hickman were 
serious in our intent to form a 
Hickman Rotary Club.” 

Those who supported that 
first typical meeting received 
additional support and 
attendance from many current 
and past leaders of District 
6710 and then again a year later 
at the club’s Charter Dinner. 
During that first evening Joe 
Cole, Clinton, presided over 
the meeting with Bob Mahan, 
Fulton’s song leader along with 
Linda Stairs led the Rotary 
singing, Robertson told the 
crowd. Also mentioning Frank 
Kolb who led the pledge to the 
flag and Hunter B. Whitesell, 
then Sgt at Arms in Fulton, now 
at Hickman, were also present. 

With Service Above Self 
as the main motto for Rotary, 
the avenues of service were 
discussed with each club 
presenting one avenue. “Clinton 
talked about Club Service, 
Fulton handled International 
Service, with Mayfield tacking 
Community Service and Murray 
taking Vocational Service,” 
stated Robertson. 

The potential meeting place 
was set for The Citizens Bank 
to be held on Tuesdays at noon. 
The club still conducts their 
meetings at Citizens Bank, but 
they now meet on Thursdays at 
noon. 

Area Two Representatives 
Anne Robertson and Bill Bone 
were delegated to meet weekly 
with the new group. The Fulton 
Club also agreed to pay $15 per 
member to charter the club. 

“We had lots of help, a lot 
of interested people, a lot 
of skeptical people,” said 
Robertson. “We persevered 
trying to present different aspects 
of Rotary at local, district and 
international levels.” 

After a year of meetings, 
Robertson was pleased to submit 
an acceptable list of charter 
members to Rotary International. 
“There was a lengthy discussion 
with the service supervisor, 
Carlos Valente, during which 
I assured him we (Hickman) 
were ready to be chartered,” 


claimed Robertson. “Thursday, 
April 19, 1994, the birthday of 
Paul Harris, a long time friend 
from the Secretariat in Evanston 
called to tell me that the board 
had approved Hickman’s charter 
making you the first club to 
come into Rotary District 6710. 
You became club #59.”
